ORGANIZATIONS   ARE   THE   LIFE   OF   A    SCHOOL. 

ALREADY  in  the  middle  ages  people  realized  the  well-known  fact 
that  "Two  heads  are  better  than  one."     As  far  back  as  the  be- 
ginning  of  Literature  and   Poetry,  people  recognized   the  advant- 
age of  organization.     Tradesmen  of  the  same  business  handed  themselves 
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together  into  guilds  for  mutual  benefit.  The  power  of  the  guild  was  al- 
most unlimited.    It  spread  from  the  industrial  world  into  the  political  and 

on  into  educational  and  social  life.  It  proved  so  beneficial  to  man  that 
ho  has  never  been  able  to  do  without  it.  The  same  guilds  of  some  thou- 
sands of  years  ago  are  still  in  existence  under  the  name  of  Unions,  and  are 
still   the  greatest   factors  in  the  life  of  man. 

However,  today  they  are  not  restricted  to  the  laboring  class  as  they 
were  i"  those  days.  Its  influence  has  spread  into  every  kind  of  activity. 
No  doubt  you  have  heard  that  men  in  the  financial  world  work  in  groups, 
with  a  head  and  BUD  beads,  working  for  mutual  gain.  And  so  it  is  with 
everything.  Churches  even  band  together  in  districts  to  help  one  another. 
And  so  on  into  every  phase  of  life,  we  are  coming  more  and  more  to  un- 
derstand the  great  power  of  organization. 

And  so,  what  will  apply  to  business,  and  so  many  other  things,  will  also 
apply  to  us.  You  know  what  a  host  of  followers  the  football  team  has, 
which  organization  is  restricted  to  but  a  few  and  to.  only  the  best.  You 
see  what  the  (lass  organization  can  do.  Could  you  imagine  a  single  per- 
son who  would  have  the  nerve  to  go  about  getting  pins  or  rings  if  the 
class  were  not  organized.'  Have  you  any  idea  what  kind  of  a  school  we 
would  have  if  there  were  no  athletics,  no  class  organizations,  no  High 
School  publication  1  Why,  the  school  would  be  the  next  thing  to  closing 
up.  and  the  faculty  dying  of  starvation. 

The  organizations  in  our  High  School  are  the  source  of  financial  gain, 
social  enjoyment,  and  interest  in  our  work.  We  have  several  such  un- 
ions, which  are  strong,  and  have  proved  great  advantages  to  the  school. 
We  boast  to  other  schools  because  we  have  them,  but  we  need  more. 

There  is  one  which  seems  most  practical  to  me.  It  is  the  debating  club 
which  i>  being  begun.  In  the  spring  of  every  year  a  Northern  Indiana 
Oratorical  Contest  is  held.  We  almost  always  send  someone  to  represent 
Our  BChool,  but  the  only  chance  for  the  study  of  oratory  is  the  half-year 
course  of  public  speaking,  which  is  not  sufficient  and  therefore  our  chances 
are  lamentably  small.  It  is  no  small  honor  to  be  the  winner  of  an  orator- 
ical contest  and  much  stress  should  be  laid  Upon  it.  It  is  right  here  thai 
a  Debating  Club  can  do  its  best  work.  If  a  few  hours  a  week  are  devot- 
ed to  it,  we  could  send  representatives  to  next  spring's  contest  who  would 

have  a   fair  chance  of  winning. 

K\eii  fur  those  who  have  DO  intention  of  entering  this  contest,  it  is  one 
of  the  most  practical  and  useful  things  in  life.  The  ability  of  expressing 
line'-,  thoughts  well,  is  as  much  needed  in  social  life  as  it  is  in  the  in- 
dustrial world.  If  you  are  not  of  the  serious  kind,  it  will  at  least  lie  .1 
rich  source  of  entertainment. 

Think  it  over.  If  you  have  the  slightest  ability  along  this  line,  the  de 
bating  club  will  he  the  place  to  develop  this  ability.  Let's  all  do  what 
we  c:in  unci  make  it   a  ntJM 
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The  Athletic  Association  which  was  suggested  in  the  Athletic  Depart- 
ment of  this  paper  last  month,  is  another  organization  which  could  do 
wonders  to  athletics  as  well  as  to  the  school  at  arge.  If  you  doubt  this, 
see  for  yourself  what  it  did  some  seven  or  eight  years  ago.  Since  that 
time  it  has  been  attempted  to  restore  it.  Last  year  the  "A.  A."  pins  were 
bought  with  hopes  that  further  progress  could  be  made,  but  this  is  as  far 
as  it  got. 

An  organization  of  this  kind  would  have  athletics  almost  entirely  in  its 
hands.  First  the  captain  would  be  elected  through  the  Association.  Then 
a  manager  for  each  team,  whose  duty  it  would  be  to  manage  the  ticket 
sale,  and  execute  all  rules  of  the  Association.  A  treasurer  to  take  charge 
of  the  funds  for  the  entire  year  would  be  an  important  position.  And 
lastly,  and  over  all,  the  president  to  conduct  meetings  and  oversee  every- 
thing. 

With  a  system  of  this  kind,  the  work  is  so  divided  that  one  person 
could  devote  a  great  deal  of  time  to  his  particular  work  and  do  it  well. 
As  it  is  now,  this  work  is  done  by  the  captains  of  the  various  teams  and 
several  of  the  faculty  who  are  compelled  to  do  it  because  there  is  no  one 
else. 

Class  teams,  and  girl's  teams  could  be  better  developed,  and  more  sys- 
tem brought  into  them.  There  are  a  hundred  and  one  other  attributes  to 
this  organization  which  would  make  athletics  something  for  everybody 
and  not  merely  for  the  teams  The  idea  is  without  doubt,  a  good  one. 
All  it  needs  is  a  host  of  ardent  supporters  and  few  who  will  push.  This 
is  not  only  for  athletes  but  for  everybody  who  has  any  interest  whatever 
in  sports,  boys  or  girls. 


MANY  CHANGES  MADE  EST  CRIMSON. 

Some  radical  changes  were  made  in  the  October  Crimson  which  have 
caused  considerable  comment.  The  criticisms  were  both  favorable  and  un- 
favorable, yet  we  believe  that  the  favorable  out-numbered  the  unfavor- 
able and  that  generally  the  October  Crimson  met  with  approval.  How- 
ever, we  do  not  discourage  criticism.  A  thing  which  receives  comment 
is  either  so  poor  that  people  cannot  help  bur  criticise  or  else  good  enough 
to  be  worthy  of  it. 

But  certain  it  is,  that  the  first  number  has  been  a  financial  success.  It 
would  not  do  to  state  figures  here,  but  let  is  suffice  to  say  that  we  still 
have  a  good-sized  sum  in  the  treasury.

Therefore,  as  you  will  have  noticed,  several 
new  departments  have  been  added;  something  new  to  The  Crimson  and  to 
the  best  of  our  knowledge,  one  is  entirely  new  to  a  monthly  High  School 
publication.  It  consists  of  a  series  of  full  page  pictures  of  the  people 
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who  arc  doing  things  in  our  Ili^h  School.  Wo  hope,  thereby,  t<»  encourage 
those  who  an>  doing  the  work  and  influence  others  to  help. 

The  division  of  the  Loral  Department  into  a  News  and  Joke  section, 
Beemed  necessary  because  of  the  difference  in  nature  of  the  two  kinds  of 
material  which  has  heretofore  been  placed  under  the  head  of  Locals.  Al- 
though it  is  partially  an  experiment,  we  believe  it  is  a  move  toward  the 
better.  This  is  another  means  of  expanding.  It  has  been  necessary  there- 
fore to  appoint  eacb  member  of  the  local  staff  to  some  particular  phase 
of  news  in  this  department  for  which  he  will  be  responsible.

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MISHAWAKA  GAME. 

THIS  was  the  first  season  in  a  number  of  years  that  Mishawaka  has 
had  a  team  in  the  field,  and  as  they  have  won  no  game  of  impor- 
tance up  to  this  time,  the  score  of  31-0  was  not  a  great  surprise.

for  it  was  learned  later  be  had  received  money  for  the  playing. 

It  happt I  on  the  Sunday  after  the  one  that  Drenk  played  here,  that 

Payne  went  along  to  M ilford  wit b  the  shamrock  's  II,  to  help  out,  for  t bey 
shorl  one  man.  lie  borrowed  enough  to  make  a  suit  from  differenl 
members  of  the  club  and  paved  his  own  expenses  down  there  and  back. 
Of  course  lie  received  nothing  for  the  playing,  but  even  at  that  he  was  to 
be  barred  from  playing  the  rest  of  the  season. 

There  is  an  Association  rule  which  makes  it  impossible  for  a  man  play- 
ing on   a    \\\<ih  School   team   to   play   on   another   team   of  the   same  sort    in 

the  same  season. 

Mr.  Jeffrey  knew  of  Payne's  playing  and  as  the  only  honorable  thing 
to  do,  was  to  bar  Payne,  he  was  haired. 

He  is  eligible,  however,  for  both  basketball  and  track.

In  the  last  association  "ante  of  the  season  the  varsity  lost  to  South  Bend 
by  the  score  of  14  to  0.  The  team  was  greatly  handicapped  by  hein".  on 
a  strange  gridiron,  besides  being  greatly  out  weighed.  But  with  these 
odds  against  them.  Goshen  put  up  one  of  the  best  brands  of  all  around 
football  that  they  have  played  this  year. 

There  had  been  some  trouble  in  the  Bender's  camp  the  week  before  the 
contest,  the  cause  being  the  hick  of  spirit.  But  on  the  day  of  the  game 
there  were  ti\e  hundred  people  on  the  side  lines,  all  of  whom  displayed

For  South  Bend.  Zilky,  their  captain,  played  the  best  game.  Making 
six  of  their  points  and  being  the  direct  cause  of  the  other  eight.  While 
for  Goshen.

WARSAW  OUT  OF  ASSOCIATION. 

For  the  unmannerly  way  in  which  Warsaw  treated  the  Goshen  High 
School  football  team,  when  they  played  there  October  16,  Warsaw  was 
ruled  out  of  the  Association  until  January  1,  1916,  by  the  Athletic  Board 
of  the  State  Association. 

The  matter,  of  which  is  now  history  to  you,  was  taken  up  immediately 
by  Mr.  Jeffrey,  who  wrote  a  letter  to  the  principal  there,  asking  about  it. 
But  when  no  answer  was  received,  he  wrote  this  time  to  Mr.  A.  J.  Trester, 
the  State  Secretary  of  the  Association,  who  in  turn  wrote  to  Warsaw.  Af- 
ter thorough  investigation  the  Board  decided  to  remove  Warsaw  from  the 
Association. 

Mr.  Lucas,  the  referee  of  the  game,  and  the  cause  of  all  the  trouble,  was 
also  ruled  out  and  cannot  officiate  in  any  High  School  athletic  contest  be- 
fore June  1,  1916. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Warsaw  will  learn  a  lesson  from  this,  and  will 
treat  a  visiting  team,  in  the  future  as  other  schools  do.

CHAMPIONSHIP  COMES  TO  OUR  OWN  SCHOOL:   CORNELL  BEAT- 
EN BY  SUPERIOR  PLAYING;   DROPKICK  RECORD  BROKEN. 

Out-classed,  and  out  played.  Cornell  went  down  to  defeat  before  the 
powerful  football  team  of  the  class  of  1920,  on  Island  park  gridiron  by  the 
score  of  24  to  0.  The  New  Yorkers  never  had  a  chance.  lTsin<j  every  style 
jraine.  the  Freshmen  went  to  their  three  touchdowns  in  a  manner  worthy 
of  the  champions  they  are. 

The  crowd  of  15,000  people  filled  the  stands  to  over-flowing.     Never  in 

the  history  of  Northern  Indiana  has  sue  h  a  crowd  turned  out  to  an  ath- 
letic contest. 

The  mass  of  pink  and  green  of  the   Freshmen,  minged  with  the  scattered 

colors  of  Cornell,  made  a   most  wonderful  picture.     In   this  mass  were 

Spectators  gathered  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  Mr.  <  amp.  the  greal 
Yale  football  critic,  whose  statements  you  have  all  read,  sat  in  his  private 
box.     Ring  Lardner,  Eckersall,  Bergman,  Maulbetsch,  Stag,  Yost,  besides 

many  other  coaches,  critics  and  players  were  in  the  stands.  And  before 
these   thousands,    Was    played    the   greatest    uair.e    in    history. 

In  the  s,.,-ond  period  came  the  miraculous  kick  of  Bert,  which  broke  all 
records  for  such  kicks.  <in  his  own  30-yard  line,  his  foot  met  the  ball 
and    it    sailed    up  ami   on.   it    seemed   to   have   wingS,   until    it    settled   over  the 

bar  for  three  points.    This  kick  broke  the  record  held  by  a  North  Dakota 

man.  which  was  also  made  this  seas, .11.  by  over  •'>  yards.  With  BUCh  thrill- 
ing things  like  this,  football  will  live  on  forever.    Can  we  realize  that  this 
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kick  was  made  by  a  man  from  our  own  school?  Besides  this  kick,  the 
passes  added  to  the  thrill  of  the  game,  working  9  of  12  for  a  total  of  200 
yards.  The  Freshmen  had  the  crowd  on  their  feet  at  each  attempt  and 
when  the  pass  was  successful,  bedlam  broke  forth  and  held  the  foreground 
for  many  minutes. 

But  two  casualties  occurred.  The  first  Jameson,  star  tackle  of  Cornell, 
who  was  removed  with  a  broken  collar  bone  and  Barrett,  their  captain 
was  carried  off  the  field  unconscious.  The  hearty  Freshmen  never  had 
time  taken  out. 

At  2:27  the  Cornell  eleven  came  on  the  field  followed  three  minutes 
later  by  the  Freshmen.  After  the  signal  practice,  the  two  captains,  Bar- 
rett of  Cornell,  and  Honeyacre  of  the  1920,  met  in  mid -field,  while  Referee 
James  Thorp,  tossed  the  coin  into  the  air.  Barrett  won  and  chose  to  re- 
ceive at  the  north  goal. 

The  whistle  blew  and  the  great  game  was  in  progress.  Bert,  otherwise 
known  as  Brickley,  the  Freshmen 's  great  kicker,  sent  the  ball  into  Bar- 
rett 's  hands  on  the  15-yard  line.  Barrett  was  last  year's  Ail-American 
quarter-back  and  believed  by  many  to  be  the  best  the  game  has  produced 
since  the  time  of  Eckersall.  It  was  this  man  who  the  Freshmen  feared 
And  now  he  had  the  ball  starting  up  the  field  with  it,  but  before  he  had 
gone  10  yards  the  speedy  Warner  had  him.  On  the  next  play  Davis,  the 
mighty  right  guard,  broke  through  and  ' '  nailed ' '  an  off-tackle  play  for  a 
loss  of  three  yards.  Then  Cornell  kicked.  The  brainy  quarter-back, 
Flowers,  was  downed  in  his  tracks  on  his  own  40-yard  line,  being  unable 
to  get  a  start.  After  the  giant  Martin  failed  to  penetrate  the  line,  a  pass 
was  made  by  Captain  Honeyacre  by  Flowers  for  a  gain  of  25  yards.  Then 
the  left  end  was  circled  by  Kurtz  for  nine  more.  This  carried  the  Fresh- 
men to  Cornell 's  25-yard  line.  Martin  again  hit  the  line,  this  time  it  bent 
before  his  attack.  Then  Bert  went  off -tackle  to  the  ten  yard  line.  Here 
Cornell,  fighting  desperately,  made  a  stand,  holding  the  pink  and  green 
for  three  successive  downs  without  a  gain,  when  the  famous  hee-haw  play 
was  tried  and  when  Cornell  found  the  ball  it  was  under  the  goal  line  in 
Martin 's  arms.  Bert  then  kicked  goal.  So  it  was  with  the  first  touch- 
down, which  was  made  in  the  first  ten  minutes  of  play.  The  end  of  the 
quarter  found  the  ball  in  mid-field  in  possession  of  the  New  Yorkers. 

It  was  wonderful  the  way  those  two  great  teams  fought  each  other,  first 
one  having  the  advantage  and  then  the  other.  Barrett  was  playing  for  all 
he  was  worth,  making  this  gain,  stopping  this  runner,  etc.  Also  Shiverich, 
Collins  and  Jameson  were  playing  almost  superhuman  games  for  the  visit- 
ors, but  this  time  they  had  met  their  superiors. 

The  second  quarter  opened  with  Cornell  panting  to  the  Freshmen's  ten- 
yard  line  and  Flowers  running  back  the  punt  through  nearly  the  whole 
Cornell  team  to  the  forty-five-yard  line.  It  was  a  pretty  run.  On  the 
first  play  Bert  gained  nothing  through  the  Vn\o.  Then  an  end  run  was 
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tried  and  "ii  this  ii\,<  yards  were  lost.  For  Jameson,  the  tackle  broke 
through  and  got  Martin  before  the  play  was  under  way.  This  was  Lan- 
daw's  man.    The  next  play  Jameson  was  carried  off  the  field,    Gilles  now 

took  his  place. 

The  ball  was  on  the  Freshmen's  forty  yard  line  when  Berl  dropped 
back  for  the  kick.  Prom  the  sixty-nine-yard  line,  the  ball  sailed  cleanly 
between  the  posts,  breaking  all  records  for  drop  kicks,  as  I  have  said  be- 
fore     It    was   the    greatest    kick    of   all    times.       For    most    the   rest    of   the 

half  the  ball  see-sawed  back  and  forth  in  the  middle  of  the  field  between 
the  two  teams.  But  just  as  time  was  called  Cornell  was  making  its  first, 
last  and  only  progress,  having  worked  the  ball  to  the  Freshmen's  twenty- 
five-yard  line.     The  score  was  in — 0. 

The  snake-dance  during  the  intermission  was  thrilling  In  itself.  The 
rooters  of  the  class  of  twenty  filled  the  field.     Eeaded  by  the  drum  corps. 

and  led  by  Toms,  the  cheer  leader,  they  yelled  and  Bang  to  the  their  hearts 

content  until  the  whistle  blew  for  the  second  half. 

This  period  Cornell  put  up  a  fine  defense  but  when  they  had  the  ball 
w.tc  doI  able  to  gain  either.  It  was  punting  duels  between  Mueller. 
Cornell's  fullback  and  Bert.  It  was  while  returning  one  of  these  punts 
when  Barrett  was  hurt.  Saving  eluded  both  ends  and  having  left  several 
other  tacklers  lying  on  the  ground,  he  seemed  about  to  go  through  the

A  Literary  society  was  also  formed.  After  the  exclusion  of  the  girls 
from  the  senate,  a  meeting  was  called  which  was  really  an  indignation 
meeting,  but  finally  took  the  form  of  the  "Girls'  Literary  Society."    The 
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social  side  of  this  society  was  a  failure  as  the  Senate  objected  to  co-opera- 
tion.    The  programs  were  mainly  debates,  music  and  readings. 

Nellie  Weatherhead  was  their  President;  Ruth  Balyeat,  Vice-President; 
Addie  Hess,  Secretary  and  Dorothy  Abbott,  Sargeant-at-arms. 

The  Girls'  Glee  Club  was  first  organized  in  this  year  by  Mr.  Hesser. 
The  Glee  Club  was  first  heard  in  a  concert.  Later  on,  they  gave  several 
cantatas.  The  Glee  Club  has  been  the  most  successful  of  the  three,  but 
it,  too,  died  a  premature  death  from  the  lack  of  support. 

The  Glee  Club  officers  were:  Mr.  Hesser,  director.  He  was  assisted  by 
Mr.  Street,  Fred  Obendorfer  and  Miss  Martha  Storer. 

The  Girls '  Rooting  Squad  was  organized  in  '08,  for  the  purpose  of  boost- 
ing the  High  School  spirit.  Not  until  '10,  was  the  rooting  squad  founded 
on  a  financial  basis.  This  organization  is  the  only  one  which  became  a 
permanent  feature  in  the  High  School,  and  deserves  much  credit  in  boost- 
ing spirit.
